Washington, April 20.—Secretary Car- 
isle tonight made the following statement 
pgarding the financial situation. In the 
xercise of discretionary power conferred 
ipon the secretary of the treasury by the 
ct of July 14, 1890, he haa been paying 
id for the coin of treasury notes issued for 

e purchase of silver bullion, and he will 

ntinue to do so as long as the gold is law- 
ully available for that purpose. Under 

is process the government has been and is 
bow paying gold for silver bullion and stor- 
ng the silver in its vaults, where it is as 
nseful for any purpose of circulation or re- 
jJemption as iron, lead or any other com- 
modity. The government, in the first place, 
issued a coin treasury note in payment for 
silver bullion, and the coin treasury note is 
presented at a subtreasury and gold is paid 
out for it, so that the effect is precisely the 
same as if the gold was paid direct instead 
of silver in the first instance. About $800,- 
000 of the gold. which was withdrawn from 
the subtreasury on last Tuesday for ship- 
ment abroad, was paid ont on these coin 
treasury notes. No order has been made to 
stop the payment of gold upon these notes; 
nor has any one been authorized to say that 
such an order would be issued. The pur- 
pose of the government is to preserve its 


own credit unimpaired and maintain the

The 
total stock of gold coin and gold bullion now 
in this country, including what is held by 
the treasury as we'l as what is held by 
the banks and individuals, wires to 
$740,000,000. When I came into the treas- 
ury department on the 7th day of March. 
the amount of gold on hand had been re- 
duced to $987,000, but by arrangements 
with western banks, it was increased until 


‘on the first of April it amounted to nearly 


$8,000,000. The heavy shipments began to 
be made, and two days ago we had only 
about $40,000, but new it amounts to 
$885,000, after deducting what has been 
withdrawn from the sub-treasury today for 
shipments. 

“Arrangements are now in progress by 
which more gold is to be procured from the 
west, and I hope that a sufficient quantity 
will be secured to keep the gold reserve in- 
tact. There is gold enough in the country 
to meet all the requirments of the situation, 
and if al! who are really interested in 
maintaining a sound and stable currency

In addition to this statement, Secretary 
Carlisle said $800,000 in gold had been 
taken out of the sub-treasury in New York 
today for export. The class of money paid 
into the sub-treasury for this gold with- 
drawal includes $400,000 in gold certifi- 
cites, Which to that amount did not reduce 
the gold reserve because they themselves 
were practically gold. So the actual gold 
reduction of the day was only $400,000, 
leaving the balance as stated above. This 
is the first considerable amount of gold cer- 
tificates paid into the sub-treasury for gold 
export for many years and encourages the 
treasury officials to hope that-the banks, 
seeing the situation, will continue to pre- 
sent gold certificates in part payment at 
least for gold withdrawn for export.

“It is nothing but an organized effort by 
a party of sharp brokers to force an issue 
of bonds,” said Senator Cockrell, of Mis- 
souri, today.

“If they brought greenback, or 
in fact any thing but the plain gold certifi- 
cates, they would get nothing but silver. 
They say this would bring back our secu- 
rities now in Europe. What of it? There 
is plenty of money here which in its idle- 
ness goes to gambling in the stock markets 
and the board of trade which would snap 


them up in a moment. Once before in the | 


late °70’s, when we passed a silver law, 
our securities came trooping over from Eu- 
rope, and it was the best thing that ever 
happened to us. 

“They say, too, that a refusal to pay gold 
for greenback at the treasury ould pro- 
voke a panic. I don’t believe it. It is 
simp!y a threat. This very ring which is 
reaching from the treasury throat right 
now would no more dare create a panic than 
aly body else. They would be the first to 
suffer. But even a panic is better than 


some things. It is better than surrendering 


the national finanees to the control of a 

clique, and I sincerely hope that Carlisle

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cure statistics necessary for com- 
plete understanding of subject. Many of 
these officials have respouiied while others 
are derelict. A supplemental circular has 
been issued, and it ig thought that this 
branch of inquiry wil] soon be complete. 

Among the data to be gathered are’ the 
following: The area devoted to the growth 
of cotton, quantity raised both in gross and 
acre, amount consumed in country 
where raised and the matter of consump- 
tion, quantity exported and here, quality 
grown, consumed and exported; mode of 
cultivation, harvesting, marketing, etc.; the 
cost per pound of production and any other 
information bearing upon the subject. 

In the matter of cotton consumption, the 
consuls have been asked to look into the 
importation and exportation of the raw 
cotton; thread cloth and fibers tending to 
displace cotton; how far such displacement 
extends and what means should be taken to 
substitute cotton for such fibers as wool, 
hemp, jute, flax, etc, This inquiry is to ex- 
tend from 1860 down to the latest year ac- 
cessible. , 

The committee of the senate has request-; 
ed the governors of each of the states to 
divide the cotton states into districts and ap- 
point some grower as a representative to 
furnish the committee with the informa- 
tion it desires in conformity with the cir- 
cular the committee sends out. The que-, 
ries sought to be answered in these cir- 
culars are as follows: Financial and mate- 
rial condition of. cotton raised in district; 
whether in debt or not, if so, to what ex- 
tent, and the proportion of solvent to in- 
solvent comparisons are asked hgtween the 
present condition of cotton raised and their 
condition three, ten and twenty yelrs ago. 
Each correspondent is requested to state 
his views on the condition and financial 
distress, average production of cotton per 
acre and whether diminishing or increas- 
ing; cost of raising and gathering and 
preparing for market a given quantity of 
cotton and at what point of reduced pro- 
duction per acre does the raising of cotton 
cease to be profitable. 

The inquiry which is elaborate, concludes 
with an inquiry as to whether the low price 
of cotton has caused attention to be paid 
to other crops, and if so. to what article, 
to what extent, and with what result. 
Lastly whether the establishment or in- 
crease of cotton mills in the state has ten- 
dered to increage cotton culture and causea 
better home prices to producers. 

In addition to this the committee has 
sent to experts a long circular in which 
they ask opinions as to the existing causes 


take, whether there is.a real overproduction 
of cotton in the sense that the world’s needs 
are fully supplied and if there are obsta- 
cles to spread the need of consumption, how 
may they be removed. This circular is 
very volumnous and deals with every con- 
ceivable phrase of the case. The commit- 
tee has employed Mr. A. B. Sheppenson, of 
New York, as an expert to assist in this 
mvestigation. Later in the year the com- 
mittee will visit New York. New Orleans 
and some manufacturing points in New 
kingiand, and will take testimony bearing 
upon the production and manufacture of 
cotton. The report of the committee will 
not be made’to the senate until late in the 
comjpg session.

DEATH IN ITS WAKE. 


A Graphic Story of the Scenes in the 


Cyclone’s Path, 


AS Tt SWEPT THROUGH MISSISSIPPI 


A Vast Dealof Property Completly 
Wiped Out of Existance, 


MANY LIVES WERE LOST.

Men, W omen end Children Hurled to Their 
Death—Many Sections of the Country 
Storm Swept. 


Meridian, Miss., April 20.—(Special.)—I 
have just returned from the regions 8@ 
ruthlessly laid to waste by the cyclone’s 


fury last night. All along the route stalks | 


grim despair. Woe and want are depicted 
on each face. Where but yesterday stood 
happy homes, prosperous people and fertile 
farming lands today appals the eye 48 & 
blackened, blighted waste. Here a mother 
sits over her ruined household goods with 
a dead infant at her breast, forgetting in 
her grief nature’s cravings. Again will 
be found persons wildly seeking relatives 
and friends who were blown away and 
have not since been heard from. 

For thirty long miles at intervals can be 
seen a heap of ruins, where once stood a 
bome. 

Devastation at Barnett. 

At 7 o’clock last night the cloud quickly 
gathered and struck Barnett, Miss., on the 
New Orleans and Northeastern railroad, 
demolishing houses and killing, carrying 
away and wounding people by scores. Over 
100 houses are in ruins in the immediate 
neighborhood. 

The house of William Risker, a mile 
from Barnett, was carried away and the 
family of seven have not since been heard 
of. 

William Partin, hig wife and four chil- 
dren are all killed but the baby. Partin’s 
body was found six miles from Pachula 
and a quarter of a mile on were found 
the dead bodies of his wife and three chil- 
dren. 

Minerva Stevens’s baby was blown a 
mile and killed. A child of Sim McGowan 
was blown away and for a mile was car- 
ried over the tops of trees and its brains 
dashed out at the foot of a stump. 

Isaac Aldridge’s home was destroyed, 
but he and his wife escaped with bruises. 
George McLaughlin’s residence, the finest 
in Jasper county, was destroyed, his family 


escaping with slight bruises, but losing., 


much valuable stock. Four negroes were" 
killed on McLaughlin’s place. Eleven. ne- 
groes are known to have been killed in 
the vicinity of Barnett, but their names 


cannot be learned. 
The Scenes at Quitman. 

At Quitman, Miss., twenty-six miles south 
of Meridian on the Mobile and Ohio rail- 
road, the havoe wrought by last night's 
cyclone year that village is greater than 
at first reported. The storm barely missed 
Quitman, passing two hundred yards north 
and tearing the timber fround. Reports of 
casualties were still coming in. Though 
but few were killed outright, yet several 
of the wounded are not expected to live. 

The following represent the victims liv- 
ing in a radius of five miles of Quitman: 

William Aldridge’s homestead was blown 
completely away and Mrs. Aldridge re- 
ceived a fracture of the skull and flesh 
contusions by flyiag timbers and has since 
died. Aldridge was seriously cut over the 
eye and Robert Aldridge, his son, had his 
face badly cut. Six head of cattle were 
killed. Aldridge’s daughter and a little 
girl escaped injuries. 

James Giles, house demolished and family 
all hurt. 

Daniel .Shotts, with a large family, had 
his place swept clean and his family nearly 
all seriously hurt by being carried along 
with the flying debris for a considerable 
distance. 

Hight or nine other houses, whose own- 
ers’ names I could not learn, were blown 
egg and several persons reported wound- 


James Parker’s residence was destroyed 
and Parker’s wife and mother seriously 
injured. 

P. P. Culpepper’s house was blown away 
and he received possibly fatal injwes 
heavy timbers striking him in the back. 

The trees in the Chickasahay river 
swamp, which, for hugeness and density 
are seldom equalled, were uprooted, twisted 
and bent into all conceivable shapes, a 
pathway varying in width from 300 yards 
to two miles being cut through the swamp. 

Three unknown negroes were found dead 
in the swamp a mile from Quitman. 

Mrs. Suttle, an aged lady, and a child 
of William Saunder were also killed.

SWEPT BY A GALE, 


Rough Times on Lake Michigan—Twenty 
Lives Loat. 

Milwaukee, Wis., April 20.—Lake Mich- 
igan is being swept by one of the worst 
easterly gales experienced in years. The 
sea is running very high, and tugs are un- 
able to venture out of the harbor’. A small 
vessel is ashore at the head of Juneau ave- 
nue. The worst features of the gale at 
this port is the probable loss of twenty 
lives by the washing away, of a house over 
the crib at the terminus of the new water- 
works tunnel. No men are in sight and it 
is believed they are swept away, but they 
may be in the air lock below. 

Five or six men can be seen clinging to 
the machinery and the waterworks crib, 
the water sweeping over them, It 18 
thought that others may be dead in the 
seeasber come from J cg of air.

It was swept into the roaring 
waters, however, like an eggshell, and its 
rts were washed ashore. 
or a mile or two the shore of the lake 
strewn with timbers, tools and 
articles of clothing worn by the men in the 
ill-fated crib. The catastrophe is supposed 
to have occurred about 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing. At that hour the men at the pumping 
station noticed that the house on the crib 


has disappeared. ‘They telephoned the news 


at once to the police department, which - 
notified Captain Pesernia of the life-saving 

station. On accout of the_ frightful sea, 

the tug Welcome took a life-boat With a 

crew of five in tow and headed for the tun- 

nel. The battle against the angry waves 

Was watched by thousands of ple on 

shore, which the report of the accident had 

drawn thither. 

Captain Peterson, after almost superhu- 
man efforts, su in reaching the crib 
e and a life pfeserver 
around his body. He was met by a horgible 
sight. One man, named James Miller, 
was still alive and clinging to a post. 
About him were the corpses of two other or~* 
three of his comrades. Miller was rescued 
and conveyed to the Em::‘geney hospital, 
where he gave the foutowing account of the 
accident tonight: 

“Tt was 5 o'clock in the morning when 
we found that the water was filline the air- 
tight compartment of the shaft, where we 
had taken refuge for ‘he night. We took 
a.vote to decide whether we would take the 
risk of leaving the shaft. It was deciled 
to leave. Only five of us  succeeded*in 
reaching the outside. The nine men wo 
were not strong enough t» ge' «ut were 
drowned by the water coming intc the shaft 
and four out of five who goc o1t were 
mangied or drowned by -he ‘reinendous 
floods which were lashed over the crib. 
At what hour the house was washed away 
I do not know. It had disappeared when 
we got out of the shaft.” 

Early n the morning a small party pa- 
trollei the beach searching for possible bod- 
ies, but none ere found. As the news 
reached the families of the men, men. and 
women rushed to the scene. It was pit- 
iful to see them running about vainly seek- 
ing information about their relatives. They 
étood crying in the wind and rain, gathered 
in little groups, the picture of woe. Now 
and then attention would be directed to 
something in the water or on the crib and 
the crowd would rush back and forth to 
see what was to be seen. When nothing 
special was going on, they sought shelter 
of the sheds and buildings and discussed 
in quiet tones the tragedy of which they 
were the helpless spectators.

Eben Allen, cook; Michael Dwyer, engin- 
eer; John McBride, engineer; James Miller, 
miner; William Priestly, miner; Joseph 
Carthy, miner; George W. Holly, miner;

THE BLOW AT CHIPLEY. 


A Great Deal of Damage Done but Not One 
Person Was Injured. 

Chipley, Ga., April 20.—(Special.)—Har- 
ris county was visited last night about 2 
o'clock by another cyclone. 

Commencing at Mountain creek at what 
southwest, striking the Murrah place, de- 
is known as LaGrange gap, it then passed 
wolishing al] the outhouses, and ther to Mr. 

There it did the 
same thing; from there to Mr. William 
Champion's. Here it blew the dining and 
stoveroom away, demolishing all the out- 
buildings. Next to Mr. Rube Taylor, 
where it unroofed his dwelling and blew 
down all his outhouses. Thence to Mr. 
William Culnepper’s, destroying all of his 
outhouses; then to Mrs, 7 asty’s 

lace, demolishing afl the outbuildings; 
hence to Mr. M. V. Hasty’s, blowing 
away his large new barn. 

At Chipley it damaged U. H. Layfield’s 
dwelling, also those of G. W. Jenkins, E. 
S. Cotton W. J. Hardy’s,.B. F. Hill 
fand jJMrs. White’s, J. B. Hasty’s home was 
almost a total wreck. : 

From here it passed to Mrs. Leath’s 
farm, where every house on the place was 
blown down. Nine years and five days ago 
the same houses were blown away. The 
Murrah place was blown away in 
1875, the Ist day of May, and the Hasty 
and Leath houses. 

Strange to say not a death, except one 
calf, occurred. No person was injured.

A BLIZZARD IN IOWA. 


The Wind from the Northwest and Snow 
Yhree Inches Deep. 

Marshalltown, Iowa, April 20.—One of 
the worst blizzards ever known in central 
Iowa, this late in the season, began at 4 
o’clock this morning and was but slightly 
abated this afternoon, the wind blowing 
from the northwest with frightful velocity, 
the temperature gradually falling and snow 
drifting three feet in places. If-the storm 
continues it will seriougly interrupt §rail- 
road traffic and injure it and early veg- 
etation. Telegraph and telephone wires are 
down badly and business is paralyzed here. 


A Blow at Davisboro. 


Davisboro, Ga., April 20,—(Special.)—The 
dry weather which had so long prevailed in 
this section of the state came to an end 
last night. The rains came accompanied by 
a heavy enst gale, and, in remembrance of the 
terrible cyclone that almost swept the town 
away nine years ago, some of the citizens 
were frightened; but, besides the blowing 
down of trees and fencing, no damage is 
reported.

HOW IT WAS FOUGHT. 


The Battle at Tracy City on Wednesday 
Night. 


THE KNOCK AY THE STOCKADE GATE 


And the Demand for the Removal 
of the Convicts. 


THE ANSWER THE MINERS RECEIVED. 


Midnight Attack onthe Stockade—Bulletg 
from Every Quarter—Firing Through 
the Portholes—The Casualties. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 20.—A represen- 
tative of The American has just returned 
from Tracy City. At 2:30 o'clock this 
afternoon all was quiet. The troops, num- 
bering 125 men, under arms, were enter- 
ing the stockade; the miners had dispersed. 

In the fight last night. one miner was 
killed and five wounded, two of whom may 
die. One guard was dangerously wounded 
and Deputy Warden Shriver slightly wound- 
ed. The fight commenced at 11 o’clock, 
and after the repulse, desultory fighting 
was kept up all night. When the represen- 
tative went to Tracy City, it was believed 
by the officers in charge that the trouble 
Was over, as the miners hadn’t exepected 
so strong a resistance. Up to this hour 
telegrams from Tracy City say all is quiet. 
The military companies in the city, which 
did not leave this morning, are still await- 
ing orders. 

The Return of the Convicts. 

After the destruction of the stockade 
last summer and the liberation of the con- 
victs, the miners at Tracy City were in 
high glee. For a time they Jabored under 
the impression that they had forever driv- 
en the convicts out of the mountains of 
Grundy county and that they would no longer 
be forced to contend with that obnoxious 
class of labor. However, it was but a 
short time until the zebras again bobbed 
up at the mines in an increased number. 
The stockade has been rebuilt and strength- 
ened and an additional guard force had 
been employed. There were some bitter 
comments because of the return of the 
convicts, but the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad otlicials acted so cleverly toward 
the alleged leaders of the miners and the 
men who had been in the insurrection that 
while amicable conditions were apparently 
resumed and things went along in a harmon- 
ious manner, some of the miners were dis- 
content and dissatisfied. 

Chafuig Under Their Grievances. 

A spirit of revenge still lingered in the 
breasts of many of the younger and more 
headstrong clement. They talked over 
their alleged wrongs while at work 
in the mines, discussed them in small groups 
and at last began io hold secret meetings 
in the wooded fastnesses. At these meet- 
ings, the older heads were conspicuous by 
their absence... They had come to the con- 
clusion that it was useless to further the 
object of labor. Many of them had been 
given work again after the troubles of last 
summer, the lessees agreeing to let bygones 
be bygones. The few leaders in the pre- 
vious tragedy advised peace and sticking 
to all agreements. The roughs, however, 
determined to go ahead, openly boasting 
that they could muster enough men to ac- 
complish their object. 

Giving the Signal. 


_ One Sunday about a month ago, a meet- 
ing was held by these malcontents, and at 
its conclusion a couple of dynamite car- 
tridges were exploded as a signal that the 
attack would soon be made. Some two 
weeks ago, another meeting at which there 
were about thirty miners was held and the 
plan of attack agreed upon, which was that 
attempted to be carried out on Wednesday 
night. 

Varden Burton was in Nashville on Wed- 
nesday, Deputy Warden Shriver being in 
charge. Kurly in the day the Tracy City 
agents of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company received what they deemed reli- 
able information that the stockade would be 
attacked that night. This information was 
at once conveyed to the officials at the stock- 
ade and to President Baxter in this city. 
That gentleman at once notified Adjutant 
General Fite and the troops were ordered 
to be in readiness to move at a moment's 
notice. A telegram was sent to Warden 
Burton and he left at once for the scene 
of trouble, arriving there about 11 °o'clock 
in the evening. Deputy Shriver had not 
been idle, and when his chief reached the 
stockade, he found about forty men on 

uard, amply supplied with ammunition. 
Jickets had been posted outside of the 
stockade and spies had been detailed to 
ascertain the time and method of attack. 
It had been brought to the attention of 
the deputy warden that the attack would be 
made at 1 o’clock in the morning of yester- 


day. 

Shortly after dark, great black clouds 
banked up against the sky and as the night 
wore on, they began to roll and the light- 
ning began to flash. It was an ominous 
scene, and just such a night as would suit 
the dark purposes of the malcontents. The 
lights in the stockade were burning bright- 
ly, but there was a death-like stillness over 
all. The convicts were restless as the 
guards moved to and fro, and seemed to 
realize that probably the long looked for 
opportunity to regain their liberty was about 
to come. They had heard of the threaten- 
ed attack, and as they lay in their cots, 
discussed it in whispers. 

The Knock at the Gate. 

A few minutes before 11 o’clock last night 
Deputy Shriver, Sheriff Sanders and ex- 
Sheriff DeJarnette heard a loud knock at 
the stockade gate. Instantly the ponder- 
ous gate swung back on its hinges and 
there, in the gloom, stood three men heavi-

Shriver Drops a Sas. 


Deputy Shriver had climbed into the sec 
ond story of the stockade, where he could 
— down on the besiegers. He had hard- 
y gotten into the room before a miner saw 
him in the lamplight and drew a bead oa 
him. Shriver, however, saw his game and 
both fired almost simultaneously. Shriver 
was shot twice in the right side of the 
face, while his adversary fell dead in his 
tracks, a bul@t plowing a hole ough him 
from breast to hips. . the meantime the 
captured leader, who proved to be a young 
miner named Joe Grantham, had been 
released by Sheriff Sanders and the guards 
upon & promise that he would go out and 
stop the firing. He played the traitor, how- 
ever, for after his release, Guard Walden 
received a full charge of several. shots in 
his chest, stomach and bowels, the shot 
coming from a gun stuck through one of 
the portholes. : 

The leaden balls from the stockade began 
to grow too hot, and when Bob Irvine had 
fallen a victim to Shriver’s unerring aim 
and several otbers had been seriously 
wounded, tlie besieging party broke for a 
near hill overlooking the stockade, where 
for an hour or so they fired down on the 
guards. 

Rain Stops the Battle. 

About 12:30 o’clock a. m. rain began to 
fall and the firing, though continuing at 
intervals, had no effect. By daylight the 
miners had disappeared and the sfillness 
around the stockade was only broken by the 
crowing of the cocks in the valley below. 

The Killed and Wounded. 


Bob Irwin, the dead man, was a married 
man with one child and a widowed mother 
to support. He was only about twenty- 
one years of age. He was in a party of 
four or five when shot and no doubt he 
was one of the leaders. 

Deputy Warden Dan W. Shriver, shot 
in the face, has been at the prison since 
last September when the convicts were re 
turned. He was for four years deputy 
sheriff of Bedford county and afterward 
sheriff for a like time. He was considered 
one of the bravest officers in the state. 
He is shot in the right side of the face, 
one of the buckshot passing into the articu- 
lar cavity. Dr. Sutton thinks he will be 
all right before long. 

Guard Walden is dangerously wounded 
and at noon yesterday Dr. Sutton was 
uncertain as to the outcome. Walden is 
at a hotel in Tracy City and at noon today 
was suffering intense agony. He is a mar- 
ried man, his family being at their home 
in Rutherford county. 

From the best information obtained, five 
of the.attacking party were wounded, but 
only one of them, a man named Parsons, 
fs reported to be fatally shot. Another is 
said to have sustained a dangerous wound, 
but no one was able to tell his name or the 
names of the others, because of the ex- 
treme reticence of the miners and the fear 
and dread in which these outlaws are held 
by the better element of the community. 

Warden Burton war in the very thickest 
of the fight, urging his men to give and 
take’ no quarter; When deputy Warden 
Shriver fell with the shot from Bob Irvine’s 
gun in his face, the guards became some 
what panic-strickén . Warden Burton, 
however. urged them to stand to their 
guns. They rallied and in a moment shots 
from the guns in the hands of the thirty- 
five or forty guns at the upper loopholes 
were rained down on the miners. 

Sheriff Sanders, who was alleged to have 
left his post during the trouble at Tracy 
City last summer, was a valuable aid to the 
beleaguerd stockade. He heard of the 
threatened attack late in the afternoon 
and at once repaired to the stockade and 
remained there all night and was still on 
duty at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

Too much eredit cannot be bestowed up- 
on the guards, although thre» of them re- 
signed their places and returned to their 
homes yesterday morning. 

What an O'd Miner Says. 

An old miner, and one who is charged 
wiio having been a leader in the riots last 
summer, said today that he was satisfied 
‘that the trouble all came about through 
the hotheadedness of a few young men, 
who would not heed the advice of the older 
miners, and the too liberal use of  wild- 
cat whisky furnished by the illicit distillers 
of that section. For weeks past he and 
other miners had? been urging the younger 
men to abstain from any violence; that the 
legislature had endeavored to so shape leg- 
islation as to abolish the lease system at 
the earliest possible time that it could be 
done. The hotheads were told that they 
had partially agreed to participate in no 
more outbreaks: that work was fairly,con- 
ducted, and that they had all participated 
in this latest outrage, he says, were the 
very roughest class, the devil-may-care 
fellows who wanted a row just for the fun 
of the things In his opinion they har re- 
ceived such a whipping that they would 
not attempt anything of the kind again 
soon.

HAS BEEN IN ILL HEALTH FOR YEARS 


And Has Been Steadily Declining Since the 
Death of Her Illustrious Husband~— 
; Edwin Booth Recovering. 


New York, April 20.—After a lingering 
illness of many months, Mrs. Almina Han- 
cock, widow of Major General Winfield 
S. Hancock, died this afternoon at the 
residence of the general’s niece, Mrs. Grif- 
fin, No 1 Gramercy park. Mrs. Hancock's 
strength had slowly wasted away under the 
subtle influence of a succession of sorrows 
that subdued her naturally cheerful dis- 
position and withdrew her from society 
in the latter years of her life. Her only 
daughter, Ada Elizabeth, a remarkably 
beautiful and accomplished girl, died in this 
city on the 18th of March, 875, at the age 
of eighteen years. Her mother, Mrs. Ade- 
line Russell, died at the general's official 
residence on Governor’s island on the 24th 
of April, 1883. Her only son. Russell, died 
in Mississippi on the 80th of December, 
1884. These bereavements were followed 
by the death of her husband at Governor 3 
island on the 9th of February. 1886. Thus 
ey —_ enctnes _ immediate members 
of her family passed away. 

In the summer of i891. Mrs. Hancock 
went to Europe, where change of scene 
brought an improvement in her health. 
During this diverting sojourn in foreign 
lands, some of the vivacious charms of her 
joyous youth came back to her now and 
then, but only for a time. Overexertion in 
Europe and particularly her preparations 
for return had developed into & serious form 
of nervous prostration, which was aggra- 
vated by the winter voyage home. After 
her arrival in this city, last November, she 
had a relapse from which she never ral- 
lied. She continued to grow weak until 
death resulted from exhaustion of the vital 
forces. Mrs. Hancock’s qualities of mind 
and heart commanded the admiration and 
affecton of her friends and relatives. She 
had a charming personality, a sunny dis- 
position and a grace of manner that fasci- 
nated every one who came within her in- 
finence. Among the conspicuous attributes 
of her character were her keen intelligence, 
unselfish regard for others and that ex- 
quisite refinement of nature which revealed 
a high degree of snirituality. Mrs. Han- 
cock was horn in St. Louis. and the re-

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EDWIN BOOTH’S CONDITION.

Nothing was said as to wether the refu- 
ges escaped before or after Mr, Egan re 
ceived his instructions, and with or without 
his supposed connivance. The official cor- 
respondence on the subject will not be giv- 
en out at present if at all.

Dr. Gailor is one of the ablest men in the 
church, and has heretofore declined an 
election as bishop of Georgia rather than 
leave Tennessee.

Rev. Frank Stringfellow Talks of His Life 
During the Late War. 

It rarely happens that an audience enjoys 
the pleasure of listening to a more entertain- 
ing lecture than the one whieh was delivered 
by Rev. Frank Stringfellow on ‘Scout Life’’ 
in the hall of the Young Men’s Christian 


Association last night.

Athens, Ga., April 20.—(Special.)—The 
gtand jury today at noon concluded its in- 
vestigation in the case of Allie Beusse, 
Henry Beusse and W. P. Briggs, charged 


with the murder of Conductor William H

Cadle. 
The grand jury returned true bills against 


both of the Beusse boys and Briggs for 


murder. The indictment states that Allie 
Beusse assaulted the deceased, Conductor 
Cadle, with brass and iron knucks and other 
deadly weapons, and inflicted mortal 
wounds therewith. 

The surprising part of the indictment is 
the allegation that H. W. Beusse, who was 
turned loose at the commitment trial, as- 
saulted, with a heavy wooden stick, Con- 
ducton Cadle, in the back of the head, in- 
flicting a mortal wound, and that the same 
was murder. This, taken with the physi- 
cian’s statement, that the wound in the 
back of Cadle’s head was the one that proba- 
bly caused his death, shifts the greatest re- 
sponsibility of the killing from Allie to H. 
W. Beusse. One witness swore before the 
coroner’s jury that he saw Henry Beusse 
strike Cadle with the same stick that he 
struck Flagman Simmons with as Cadle was 
falling to the ground from the force of Allie’s 
blow, but strange to say that testimony 
never figured in the case again until it went 
before the grand jury, and Henry was 
turned loose, while the burden of the blame 
for the killing was placed on Allie, and he 
was held for murder without bail. If this 
statement is verified in the trial of the case 
it will no doubt terminate very differently 
from what has been generally expected. 

As soon as the grand jury made its re- 
port H. W. Beusse surrendered himself to 
the authorities, and was placed back in jail. 
The charge made against Briggs is that he 
wad present and aided and abetted in the 
commission of an unlawful act from which 
death resulted, and the jury returned a bill

CONVICTED IN CARROLL SUPERIOR COURT 


The Career of Asbury and George, the One 
a Convicted Murderer, tbe Other 
a Horse Thief 


Carrollton, Ga., April 21.—(Special.)— 
Guilty of horse stealing is what twelve 
intelligent men of Carroll county 5@Y of 
George Gentry. A verdice was made at 
precisely 10 o’clock this morning and the 
jury was out only ten minutes. gs 

Gentry made a hard fight to prove an alibi, 
but the jury could not understand bow he 
became in possession of the horse and why 
he changed his name if he did not steal J. 
A. Rhudy’s fine horse. Some witnesses 
swore that they saw George Gentry in Car- 
roliton the day before the horse was stolen. 
The trial only lasted two days. By (en- 
try’s side sat his aged mother and father 
and when the mother was on the stand 
she wept profusely. A motion will be made 
at once for a new trial, and if that 1s not 
granted the case will go to the supreme court. 
George Gentry has made a notorious repu- 
tation for outlawry in the short ume it 
can be said that he has been in the ring. 
Two years ago he was a dutiful and at- 
tentive Sunday school pupil and he con- 
ducted prayer meetings; today he has the 
reputation of being a noted outlaw. It is 
said that George uever engaged in any of 
big meapess tui Asbury cume home from 
dexas two years ago. Asbury left his 
father’s home wheu he was abvut htteen 
years old and went to ‘l'exas where he maue 
a record for shady transactions. ‘he story 
is that the Geutry buys stule several burses 
from a ranuchmwan aud started to run them 
off, but were cuught up with by a posse. 
lt is reported that Wiil Gentry was hung 
on the spot and Asbury’s youth only saved 
him from the same fate. Asbury Was sent to 
the Chaingang, but escaped after a few 
months and tied t0 Mexico. Many crimes 
have been laid at Asbury’s door since he 
escaped from prison, byt his name has 
been connected with more crimi- 
nal trausacuons during the ~< past 
two years than any other desperado: that 
ever made raids in the southern states. 

The story of his career is familiar to 
the readers of ‘Lhe Constitution. ‘The 
crime for which George was today con- 
victed was committed in March, 1822. 
The tine horse of J. A. Rhudy was taken 
from his stable and George Gentry was ar- 
rested with the horse in his possessior. 
Right after this Carrollton had au agecud 
diary fire, which bas been laid td the 
Gentry gang. 

While all this was going on the old foo: 
peddier, Richard Byrnes, was killed at the 
toot of Kowell’s bridge on the big ‘lallo- 
poosa river, seven miles west of Buchanan, 
his person robbed of all goods on his back, 
even his watch, money and sack of goods. 
Asbury was arrested for this crime, but 
on preliminary investigation was- turned 
loose, but later he was arrested again and 
the grand jury found a true bill against 
him and he was convicted. 

Before this, howaver, several horses 
and mules were stolen near Anniston, Ala., 
and the officers pursued the thieves and 
caught Asbury and George Gentry asleep 
in an old field near Cedartown, Polk coun- 
ty, Georgia, with the Stolen property in 
their possession. The boys were put in 
the Rome jail and came near tearing the 
jail up in their efforts to escape. ‘They 
had to be chained to the walls and floor of 
the jail and then they eame 
near getting out. The boys made severe 
threats against Judge Janes, of the Talla- 
poosa judicial circuit, Colonel A. Richard- 
son, svlicitor general of the same court, 
the sheriff who had arrested them and De- 
tectives Tripp and Heard, of Buchanan. 
It is said that Asbury tried to kill Tripp 
and Heard one day in the woods, and Tripp 
was shot at sevegg] times in Buchanan. 
The Loveless hotel had dynamite put un- 
der it one night when Solicitor General 
Richardsap and Detective Tripp were sleep- 
ing there, and everybody was badly shaken 
up. The street lights of Buchanan were 
shot Out On several occasions and the peo- 
ple became terrorized, 

When Asbury was being taken from the 
courthouse to the depot to take the train 
to be carried to the Atlanta jail he grab- 
bed a pistol from an officer and shot at De- 
tective Tripp who chanced to be passing 
near by. Asbury was incarcerated in At- 
lanta till the supreme court could pass on 
his case, but the night of the first day of 
the year he broke jail and is at large today. 
His father says Asbury is not in the United 
States, while some say he is in hiding near 
Buchanan, and when he goes around he 
dons a woman’s rig. 

Rube Burrows nor John A. Murrell] nev- 
er made such a reputation for outlawry 
as these boys have in the same length of 
time. It has been said they belonged to a 
regular band of horse thieves who operated 
in north and west Georgia, north Alabama 
and southern Tennessee, and that this band 
stole no less than one hundred horses in the 
short space of eighteen months. It has 
been said that there is a certain place in 
a deep wood near Buchanan that was a 
rendezvous for the gang and thatmany signs 
were seen.where hundreds of horses were 
tethered to the bushes in this lonely spot. 

George Gentry will be sentenced to the 
chaingang by Judge Harris this week. The 
trial of Gentry has been very interesting 
and exciting. Solicitor General Y. A. At- 
kinson was assisted in the prosecution by 
Adamson & Jackson and Colonel C. J. 
Jyhan, and the defense by Merrell & Cole.

Gus Starnes Takes a Lot of Them—Beres- 
ford Causes Taik Agi.in. 

Rome, Ga., April 20.—(Special.)—Yester- 
day afternoon Mr. Gus Starns, of Atlanta, 
took charge of eight prisoners in the Floyd 
county jail and carried them to serve in 
the mines of Dade county. 

The crowd was Bill Billops, the slayer of 
Will. Smith, who goes to the penitentiary 
for the remainder of his natural life. 
Then there were John Wesley Gatewood, 
for one year; Johu Brown, five years; Doc 
Vaughn, who stole a horse from some gypP- 
sies camped near Rome, five years; ‘liom 
MecDiver, fifteen years for burglary in two 
cases; Jim Moore and Ed Hudggins, three 
and four years respectively. Ail of these 
were tried at the present term of court and 
sentenced by Judge W. M. Henry. 

The removal of these prisoners almost 
leayes the jail vacant and only Lord Beres- 
ford and four negroes remain in the ceils.

cause the jail hag been too crowded with 
prisoners for the work to be done, aad now 
that it is more nearly vacant than it has 
been for years the work will be done at 
once, 

lt is announced that Mr. Starns will re- 
turn to Kome tonight from Dade county and 
will take charge of Lord Beresford and con- 
duct him to the lumber camps of south 
Georgia, where he will serve his term, but 
his attorneys are making an eifort to re- 
tain him here util the order comes from 
the supreme court. It is announced to- 
night that Beresford will not be received 
by Principal Keeper Jones until he receives 
the supreme court’s order.

with that display of off-hand wisdom 
that has made him an interesting fig- 
ure in modern journalism, ‘‘on the con- 
trary the price of silver will fall.” 

In other words, Mr. Halstead declares 
that the owners of silver bullion, al- 
though they can get $1.29 an ounce for 
it in coin or paper at the mints of the 
United States, will prefer to pay the 
freight on it to London and sell it for 
83 cents. This only applies to silver. 
Of course, a man who is offered a 
thousand dollars for a pair of horses in 
‘Atlanta will not go to the expense of 
sending them to New York where he 
can get $700 for them, but if he has a 
thousand ounces of silver he will re- 
fuse $1,290 in Philadelphia and sell in 
London for $830, less the cost of car- 
riage. 

How simple and natural this is! Peo- 
ple will transact business in the old 
way with regard to everything else but 
silver. That metal they will persist in 
selling for as little as they can get, and 
will refuse a high price in order to en- 
Soy the inestimable privilege of accept- 
ing a lower one. 

But what a silly proposition it is for 
B sensible man to make! And what a 
queer spectacle Mr. Halstead makes ot 
himself when he is driven to father it! 
A little child that has spent two 
months at a kindergarten school would 
know that if the owners of silver bull- 
lon could exchange it at the mints for 
legal tender coin or paper at the rate of 
$1.29 an ounce this fact would fix the 
price, as well as the value, so far as 
the United States are concerned. And

There has never been a more infa- 
mous conspiracy to embarrass the gov- 
ernment and swindle the people than 
that which has been concocted by the 
money power and the gold sharks for 
the purpose of compelling the treasury 
to issue bonds. The onus of this outra- 
geous attempt.has been placed by com- 
mon consent on Wall street, but the 
banks and the gold sharks of Wal 
street have no more interest in the suc- 
cess of the scheme than the banks and 
money sharks in other parts of the 
northeast. 

The conspiracy is something worse 
than a threat. It is a bold effort to 
carry out by force and fraud a _ pro- 
gramme that could never be carried out 
in the people’s congress. The bankers 
and the money sharks want to perpetu- 
ate the present currency system 
which is robbing the debtors of 
the country. They want to per- 
petuate the national banking  sys- 
tem, which had outlived its use- 
fulness twenty years ago. They want 
to pocket the profits that would accrue 
from a new issue of bonds. Finally, 
and most important of all, they desire 
to commit the democratic administra- 
tion to their scheme of robbery. 

This is the situation at the present 
moment, and the conspirators pretend 
te be hopeful that the course of events 
will enable them to carry out their pur- 
poses. It is to be noted, however, that 
Secretary Carlisle has given them not 
the slightest reason to believe that he 
is moved by either their claims or their 
empty arguments. He has, as it were, 
cut the treasury entirely loose from the 
connection that it has had with the 
money shark element. He has not been 
found running to New York to confer 
with the conspirators. He has held 
aloof from them, and not a single ut- 
terance. of his can be found to contain 
a trace of sympathy with their infa- 
mous conspiracy to embarrass the gov- 
ernment and saddle additional taxes on 
the people by means of an illegal issue. 

We desire to call the attention of our 
readers to one significant fact in con- 
nection with this infamous conspiracy. 
While the banks and the money sharks 
of the east have displayed a pernicious 
activity in their raids on the gold re- 
serve, and in their efforts to embarrass 
the government, the banks of the west 
have promptly come forward, when- 
ever the emergency seemed to demand 
it, with offers of gold in exchange for 
small notes. In other words, while the 
banks of the east have been making a 
tremendous effort to break down the 
gold reserve, the banks of the. west 
have made haste to come to the as- 
sistance of the treasury. 

It will be well for the people of the 
south to remember this significant fact 
in the final settlement of this financial

The South from a Literary Point of View. 
Mr. Hamlin Garland, who is one of 
the brightest of the new school of nov- 
elists—a realist in theory and an ideal- 
ist in practice—is now enjoying his first 
view of the south, and he seems to be 
making the most of his opportunities, 

To a Memphis newspaper man Mr. 
Garland expressed the opinion that 
there is a rich treasure house of literary 
material in the south—a field which has 
scarcely been touched as yet. He be- 
lieves that the coming American novy- 
elists will deal with this comparatively 
new field. Besides our peculiar local 
features, the varying phases of the ne- 
gro problem will supply inexhaustible 
material for generations to come. Then 
the civil war affords boundless scope 
for dramatic fiction. As ‘Mr. Garland 
puts it, the war was viewed in the 
north from afar. It caused no scarcity 
of men, and everything went on as us- 
ual. In the south it was actually seen 
and felt. It was a horrible reality. All 
the men were engaged in it, from the 
cradle to the grave, so to speak. No 
northerner can handle such a theme; it 
belongs to southern writers. 

In this brief way our literary tourist 
has thrown out some suggestive hints 
which southern story writers should 
utilize. Our very familiarity with the 
features of the life around us leads us 
to underrate them. It never strikes us 
that the lights and shadows of our ante. 
bellum civilization, the struggle of the 
confederacy, and the upheaval that fol- 
lowed it, are capable of being trans- 
formed into vivid pictures that would 
rivet the attention of the whole out- 
side world. When the southern writer 
devotes himself to the real life of his 
people he will command all mankind 
for an audience. But no story of 
southern life will win an enduring place 
in literature unless it is written by some 
one who feels a sympathetic interest in 
the subject—one who has something of 
the poet, the artist and the historian in 
his make-up, with a touch of “Old Mor- 
tality” in his faithful, loving nature. 
Already a few of our writers have 
achieved a degree of brilliant success 
in this almost unexplored domain, but 
they are only skirmishing on the outer 
edge, blazing the way for those who are 
to follow them. 


Manufacturing in the South. 

The Boston Advertiser rightly says 
that the growth of manufacturing in 
the south cannot be promoted by offer- 
ing a bonus to each new enterprise, nor 
by so-called booming methods. Our 
mills and furnaces must spring into ex- 
istence in obedience to the natural laws 
controlling trade and industry. 

In the near future capitalists infin- 
enced by obvious considerations of gain. 
will invest their money in manufactures 
in this region. They will see, as Henry

One thing, however, should be 
done. We should let the world know 
something of the potentialities and pos- 
sibilities now undeveloped, but ready 
to leap into productive activity under 
the life-giving touch of enterprise and 
capital. We are trying to keep shop 
without advertising our wares and 
without displaying any samples. This 
is not business. 


A Sunday Problem in Pittsburg. 

The cranks in Pittsburg who are en- 
forcing a century old law, under which 
newspapers cannot be published on 
Sunday without subjecting their owners 
to fine or imprisonment, will get sick 
of their crusade before’ they are 
through with it. ‘ 

Naturally enough, the newspaper men 
are determined that if the old law is 
made to apply to them it shall be en- 
forced against other classes of Sunday 
workers. Mr. Carnegie has been work- 
ing 800 men in his mills on Sunday 
without a word of protest from the 
cranks. The newspaper men say that 
they propose to stop this, and they will 
also make cases against leading church 
members who personally or by proxy 
cause any work to be done on the Sab- 
bath. 

This is more than the reformers bar- 
gained for, and their fellow citizens. 
now show a disposition to treat them as 
a set of pestiferous agitators whose con- 
duct is calculated to stir up bad blood 
and strife in the community. Their ac- 
tion in making a fight on the newspa- 
pers, while the noisy work of the Car- 
negie mills is ignored, shows that these 
fellows are not controlled by their re- 
gard for law or principle. For some 
reason they desired to worry the news- 
papers, but they now find that in dig- 
ging up the statute of 1797 they have 
unearthed a weapon that can be used 
against some of the most important in- 
terests of Pittsburg, and against many 
good citizens whose prosecution will 
embarrass and annoy the whole com- 
munity. 

It is said that the best way to secure 
the repeal of a bad law is to enforce it. 
Let the Pittsburg people carry out their 
odious blue law. 


The City: Life of Today. 

The Rey. Dr. Thomas Dixon, of New 
York, recently preached a very strong 
sermon on the gross materialism of city 
life. 

Among other things, the doctor said 
that the city of today is a seething hell 
in which the manhood of the nation is 
daily being consumed. Men in cities 
worship Mammon. Their motto is: 
“Money by any means, fair or foul.” 
The pressure of work drives men into a 
fever that makes them unable to think, 
The moral point of view is lost, and 
the forces that destroy character be- 
come more active than the upbuilding 
forces. The preacher said: 

The city today is destroying the charac- 
ter and the manhood of the nation. The 
modern city as at pfesent constituted does 
not produce men and women capable of real- 
ly fighting the battles of life seriously and to 
a successful issue. The modern city cannot 
exist but for the blood that pours into it 
from our rural districts, and this blood is con- 
sumed from day to day in this flery furnace 
of a corrupt and corrupting life. You can- 
not point out to me today in a single great 
city of America a solitary man born under 
the conditions of modern city life whose in- 
flUence counts for anything in this nation’s 


life today. 
This is a térrible indictment, but in 


the main it is true, although it might 
just as well have been expressed in less 
sensational terms. 

But the outlook is not altogether 
gloomy. If the forces of evil are ac- 
tive, the forces of Christianity are grow- 
ing more active and better organized. 
The intense strain of modern city life is 
bound to cause a reaction. Already, 
the business men and tolilers of our 
large cities are seeking suburban homes. 
They work during the day in the crowd- 
ed mart, but their leisure hours are 
spent where they can see the green 
trees and the blue sky, and hear the 
birds singing. Electric railways and 
other modes of cheap rapid transit have 
made it possible for even the poorer 
classes to live in the country and yet 
attend to their qork in the city. This 
way of living minimizes the evils of city 
life, especially so far as the young are 
concerned. It is no longer necessary 
for people to spend their whole time 
surrounded by brick walls, working hard 
all day, and assailed by every form of 
temptation at night. They can spend 
at least twelve hours out of the twenty- 
four in the country, and their families 
can spend their whole time in the midst 
of green fields and gardens. — 

We believe that in the future a cur- 
rent of rural life will in this manner be 
injected into every large city, refresh- 
ing and purifying it. The organized work 
of Christian civilization will eliminate 
the slums, and public opinion will regu- 
late other evils. Of course we assume 
that public opinion itself is growing bet- 
ter, healthier and more active. It must 
take this upward tendency, because, 
without a reactionary movement, our 
city life will be even worse than Dr. 
Dixon describes it, and we cannot af- 
ford the consequences. It is time for 
the pendulum to swing backward, and 
it is trembling in that direction. 
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Mr. Maxwell is not working rapidly, but 
he is working steadily.

HEART FAILURE WAS THE GAUSE. 


He Had Been Complaining Slightly, but 
Wothing Serious Was Expected from 
It—Another Sudden Death. 


Joseph Hill, a carpenter fifty-nine years 
old, died in hack No, 269, while riding from 
the corner of Decatur and Prats streets to 
the home of his daughter on Randolph 
street, between 8 and 9 o'clock last night. 

Mr, John Robinson, the son-in-law of 
Mr. Hill, was sitting beside the stricken 
man when he died. Death came suddenly 
and altogether painlessly. It is thought to 
have been caused from failure of the heart.

Last night, a little after 38 oO 
John Robinson, Mr, Hill’s son-in-law, 
ed at the latter’s room, near the corner of 
Decatur and Pratt streets, and after talk- 
ing awhile Mr. Hill decided to accompany 
Mr. Robinson to his home at 59 Iph 
street. The distance was too great for 
Mr. Hill to walk in hig enfeebled state, and 
a hack was called. 

The two men got in, and the hackman, 
Lewis Smith, was instructed to drive them 
to 59 Randolph street. ‘The two gentlemen 
sat quietly in the hack, and but few words 
were passed. Finally Mr. Hill lapsed into 
silence, and settling back in his corner 
spoke no more during that journey. Mr. 
Robinsoh supposed that his sickness caused 
Mr. Hill tg feel little disposed tg talk, and 
he did not bother him with questions. 

The ride was quickly accomplished, and 
in front of the doorway of his home Mr. 
Robinson stepped out. Mr. Hill did not 
move. He remained type ng, Borge inehis 
corner. The hackman, who had alighted, 
and Mr. Robinson looked in. They shook 
the silent figure but it did not respond. 
Lifting the body to the door of the vehicle 
where the light fell full upon it, they saw 
that Mr. Hill was dead, e had died sud- 
denly during the trip in the hack. The 
body was carried inside the house, where 
the two daughters of the dead man were 
waiting for the arrival of their father, but 
they little expected to find him dead, 

Coroner Paden was notified and will hold 
an inquest this morning. 

Another Sudden Death. 

W. W. Lucas, thirtylfive years old, of 
Chicago, Ill., died suddenly at Mrs. ¥ 
lock’s boarding house, 62 South Pryor 
street, at an early hour this morning. Mr. 
Lucas was a consumptive, and came here 
from Chicago for the benefit of his health.

About 3 o’clock yesterday morning a 
boarder in the same house with Mr. Lucas 
heard a noise in the latter’s room and going 
inside to investigate the cause, he found 
Mr. Lucas dressed and sitting on the bed. 
The gentleman spoke to him, but_he did 
not move. He then stepped up and touch- 
ed him on the shoulder. Just as he did so 
Lucas dropped slowly backward, gasped and 
died. An inquest was held yesterday 
morning by Coroner Paden.

There is no straightout evidence to these 
dates but circumstances indicate that some 
such sums were taken from the bank the 
last few s the institution was open. 
That item of $15,000 was on the memoran- 
dum which Redwine left in his private 
drawer at the bank. It is supposed to stand 
for money which he took. ‘I‘hen there are 
other items all figuring up to about $63,000. 
Between this and the amount of the 
shortage, is a difference of $40,700 and it is 
presumed that the assistant casiiier walked 
out with this on the last day, unless he had 
deposited it elsewhere a few days before. 
The embezzlement of this sum, $40,700, 
will not be so easily proven and that may be 
the reason the ofliciala were averse to talk- 
ing about it.

THE LAWS OF THE MEDES AND PERSIANS 


Could Not Have Been More Inexorable 
Than the Law He Lays Down to the 
Disreputable Women. 


The police depaftment has begun one of 
its periodical movements to discipline the 
members of the demimonde of this city, 
and has informed them in very plain lan- 
guage that unless’ they obey the regulations 
prescribed for their government, they must 
go, and stand not upon the order of their 


going. 

Chief of Police Connolly yesterday sent 
out to every woman of the class referred to 
known to the police of the city, a letter 
couched in very plain terms. Thg letter was 
written for the particular purpose of calling 
the attention of the disreputable women to 
reported wholesale violations of a very im- 
portant law, but incidentally the chief took 
occasion to express some pointed truths, 
which he emphatically states the women 
had best lay to heart and remember. 

Recently Chief Connolly has received com-. 
plaints from different sources that the law 
about minors entering disreputable houses 
was being openly and widely violated. Not 
only were many of the inmates of these 
dens of infamy under age, but a great num- 
ber of the visitors to them were minors, 
boys ranging in years from sixteen tv 
twenty. he law upon this subject is very 
outspoken, and Chief Connolly is determined 
to enforce it. During the past week the com- 
plaints of this class of violations have in- 
creased and emphasized the importance to 
the chief of warning the women against 
further violation. 

Yesterday Chief Connolly took the matter 
in hand in earnest. He kept his steno- 
grapher busy sending out letters to the 
women. In the letters the chief cited the 
complaints, and gave the law touching upon 
the point of minors being admitted to such 
houses. The chief indulged in a few words 
of wholesome advice and warning to the wo- 
men. He called their attention to the fact 
that they were allowed to exist only as 
long as they conformed to the regulations 
laid down by the board of police commis- 
sioners. No violation of those regulations 
would be tolerated, and as soon as any was 
reported to the police the guilty ones would 
have to go. 

The chief laid down the law upon the sub- 
ject of minors as inexorably as the laws of 
the Medes and Persians. The detectives 
have had experience recently with many 
cases where young boys had been led astray 
and ruined through their visits to thes¢ 
houses. They band themselves together 
and steal, many of the women provide fences 
for them and supply them with hiding places. 
Many mothers of wayward sons are umorg 
the complainants. 

Another fruitful source of complaint is 
the presence in nearly all of the disorderly 
houses of young girls under eightcen years 
of age. This, Chief Connolly is determined 
to stop if possible. He has laid down the 
law and instructed all his subordinates to 
see that it is carried out.

1. Where, for the purpose of authenti- 

cating a tax sale in a way to render the 
prescribed affidavit a substitute for other 
evidence, the statute required the mayor 
to make oath that all notices and advertise- 
ments required by the act have been duly 
and regularly given, an affidavit silent as 
to advertisements but deposing that all the 
notices required by the act have been so: 
given, is insufticient. 

2. The description in a conveyance be- 
ing in these terms: “A certain lot or par- 
cel of land lying and being within the in- 
corporate limits of said city of Brunswick 
and situated in that part known as Old 
Town; for a more particular description 
of said lot or parcel of land reference is 
hereby made to the plan of said city exe- 
cuted by George kK.

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HE WAS ONCE AN ATLANTIAN. 


The Cold Body of Mrs. Hambleton Has 
Been Unburied for Five Days—Health 
Officers Puzzled. 


Dr. James Hgmbleton, once a well-known 
resident of Atlanta, is ereating a sensation 
in Washington, D. C., by the refusal to 
allow the interment of his wife’sa body to 
take place. 

This, however, is not the first sensation 
that Dr. Hambleton has brought about. 

Another one that is called to mind by his 
recent actions also took place in Washington. 
When the first democratic house was or- 
ganized Hon. William Morrison was chair- 
man of the ways and means committee. 
He named as secretary of his committee 
Dr. James Hambleton. 

It appears that Dr. Hambleton had named 
a child of his after Wilkes Booth, at least 
the republicans alleged, and a row was 
raised about the appointment of a man who 
named a child after the assassin of Lincolf. 
The doctor did not deny this, and the re- 
publicans pushed the matter, raising a howl 
that could not be subdued. Finally one of 
the howlers secured an old paper in which 
there was the notice of the death of J. W. 
B. Hambleton, the son of Mr. and Mrs, 
James Hambleton. 

These initials could have as easily stood 
for J. Wilkes Booth as anything else, and as 
the doctor refused to vindicate himself, Hon. 
W. R. Morrison was obliged to dismiss him 
from the secretaryship. 

Dr. Hambleton was always a peculiar 
man, but one of 7 strong personality and 
character, while as for fighting, he would at- 
tack anything and anybody, when the occa- 
sion demanded. At one time he owned a 
newspaper called The Southern Confeder- 

cy. He was bought out by Colonel George 
V. Adair. 

, Mrs. Martha Louise Hambleton, who was 
the wife of Dr. Hambleton, was the daughter 
of Colonel Benjamin Easly, of Dade county, 
while the doctor was a Virginian, having 
come to Atlanta in 1859. After selling his 
paper Dr. Hambleton went into the war as 
a surgeon in the Thirty-fifth Georgia. Dur- 
ing the war the federals captured all the 
cotton which Colonel Easly, with remark- 
able foresight, had purchased with confeder- 
ate money. rt the war Mr. Hambleton 
moved to Washington, where he practiced 
his profession and endeavored to secure 
rather recover, the money on the cotton that 
was sold by the federal soldiers. The claim 
amounted to something like a million dol- 
lars or more. 
about eleven million dollars for this purpose, 
but for some reason Hambleton failed in 
his fight. It is alleged that the naming of 
one of his children Wilkes Booth was the 
cause of his failure in this instance, as it was 
the cause of his failure to retain his position 
as secretary. 

Mrs. Hambleton has been dead since last 
Saturday, but there are not the least signs 
of decomposition, and Dr. Hambleton’ re- 
fuses, steadfastly, to believe that she is 
dead. He thinks that she is merely in.a 
cataleptic fit, such as she has had several 
times before, but of not such long duration. 

Mrs. Hambleton, so her friends say, has 
always had a horror, or fear of being buried 
alive. She has repeatedly requested her 
busband that when she.apparently died to 
keep her body out-of the grave until it was 
established without the least doubt that she 
was dead. Wednesday morning a funeral 
service Was arranged, but after the mourn- 
ers and the clergyman had arrived at the 
house and the ceremony began, Dr. Hamble- 
ton arose and announced there must be no 
further proceedings. 

Yesterday morning some of the health 
officers visited the home of Dé; Hambleton 
and injected into the body a powerful stimu- 
lant composed of brandy and nitro-glycerine, 
but there was no visible effect. A vein 
was then opened with the result that there 
was slight hemorrhage of conjested blood.

The meeting of the Southern Educational 
Association, which occurred in Atlanta last 
year ig too wel] remembered to need any 
recalling especially since it was an Atlanta 
man who was elected president, Major W. 
I’. Slaton, superintendent of the public 
school system. 

At the meeting in this city there were 
about five hundred deiegates present, and 
this year President Slaton estimates that 
there will be at least two hundred and fifty 
members to go from Georgia. The mem- 
bership ig on the increase, and is due in a 
great part to the efficient work of the pres- 
ident, oe 

The executive committee of the associ- 
ation wil] meet in Nashville on the 29th of 
this month and will arrange a programe 
that will exceed any one hitherto gotten up 
by the association. At the executive meet- 
ing there will be representatives from fif- 
teen states, each one going to Nashville 
with the purpose of giving their best work 
to the completion of an interesting and 
business-like daily routine for the coming 
convention. 

Already the citizens of Louisville have 
raised $1,000 to defray in part the expenses 
of the convention, and satisfactory arrange- 
ments were completed yesterday afternoon 
by President Slaton: with the railroads in 
regard to hold-over tickets. After the con- 
vention adjourns the members will go on to 
Chicago, where they will attend the nation- 
al congress of teachers in a body. Of 
course, by way of parenthesis, the 
world’s fair will be visited by the teachers 
and other points of interest will be viewed. 
The voting for the place to hold the meeting 
was done by mail, and the result was just 
arrived at yesterday morning. 

Vhe Firat Ward Report In. 


Ernest J. Roach, school census enumer- 
ator for the first ward, has reported to Ma- 
jor Slaton. The report is a good ene, and 
shows the same preponderance of females 
as in the other three wards already in. 

The total number of white children of 
schoo] age is 1,599. of which 761 are boys 
and 838 are girls. Of these, 14 over the age 
of ten years cannot read and write. ‘That 
have never attended any school whatever 
there are 8, and S1 have never attended 
publie school. There is only one idiot. 

There is a tota] of 1,563 necro children 
of the school age, and 216 of them have 
been to no publie school, while 20 have nev- 
er attended school. Five blind, 3 idiots, 
3 deaf and dumb, 163 cannot read and 
write. The males number 703 and the fe 
males S60. 

Pinkeye Seema to Be Spreading. 


The disease of the eyes, commonly known 
as pinkeye, which appeared in the public 
schools severeal days ago, seems to be 
spreading. The form is somewhat milder 
than at first, and the pupil attacked very 
seldom has to remain away from school 
longer than a day or two.,
